“Death in Washington,” by Donald 
Freed and Fred Landis, asserted that 
Mr. Phillips, using the alias “Maurice 
Bishop,” served as a C. I. A. case officer 
for Lee Harvey Oswald, who was ar- 
rested in the killing President Kennedy 
in 1963. 
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
